Crises 
That the United Nations is be- 


seiged by crisis is perhaps an un- | 
derstatement. That this presents | 


the United States and the Western 
nations with an equal crisis in- 
volving NATO also is true. 


A new U.S. policy has been 
long overdue. Ambassador Adlai 
Stevenson, despite interruption 
of his talk by the wildly emo- 
tional demonstration, went a long 
way toward presenting at least 
the outline of it. He made the 
strongest anti-colonialism 
ment yet pronounced by this gov- 
ernment. We, who freed our- 
selves of colonial rule, have a 
story to tell. Mr. Stevenson did 
it well. 


Before the murder of Lumum- 
ba (who was as much of a 


problem alive as he is dead), the | 


Stevenson statement would have 
been widely hailed. But now the 
African states of Ghana, Guinea, 
and Mali have joined with Rus- 
sia and the U.A.R. in opposing 
the U.N., and on “recognizing’ 

Antoine Gizenga as the “‘legiti- 
mate” head of the Congolese gov- 

ernment. So has the U.A.R. 
Gizenga, Moscow trained, 
to make “Lumumba look like a 
lamb.” 


“But there are African nations 
which do not want to see the 
United Nations broken up or ren- 
dered impotent. They will try to 
do what they can. The anti- 
colonial statement by Ambassa- 
dor Stevenson will assist them. 
It will be less easy to accuse 
them of supporting colonialism. 


Belgium’s Agony 


Belgium will not like the 
Stevenson pronouncements. That 
unhappy country may pull out of 
NATO because of it. The na- 
tional agony and crisis of Bel- 
gium is perhaps more acute than 
that of any of the old continental 
nations. 


While Belgium has not sent 
any of her own troops into Ka- 
tanga where, under Tshombe, an 
anti- Lumumba force operates, 
she has allowed one of her re- 
tired paratroop officers to go 
there and form a foreign legion. 
In addition, the gendarmery is 
officered by Belgians. Belgium 
also has “‘advisers” with Colonel 
Mobutu’s ‘‘Force Publique.” 


Ambassador Stevenson called 
on Belgium to expel all her na- 
tionals from the Congo. This will 
not be well received in Brus- 
sels. But it may not be denied 
the Belgians have been the most 
serious obstruction to an armis- 
tice in Africa. 


The U.N. future will remain 
blurred for some time. All is not 
lost, though the outlook is mel- 
ancholy. The forces of Sweden, 
Nigeria, Ghana, Ethiopia and 
Ireland remain operative under 
U.N. command. The U.A.R., 
Guinea, Morocco and Indonesia 
have indicated they will remove 
their troops. The dilemma may 
narrow down to one of obtaining 
from the U.N. an agreement to 
provide enough men to force an

Soviets Are Out 
To Destroy U.N. 


The mob scene yesterday in the United 
Nations was timed too perfectly not to 
have been coordinated with similar dem- 
onstrations inspired by Moscow in other 
areas of the world. Obviously it was part 
of the Soviets’ plan to seize the killing of 
Patrice Lumumba as an excuse to renew 
the massive diplomatic and propaganda 
onslaught against the West. 

It seems incredible that any American 
could have lent himself to such pro-Com- 
munist uses as these demonstrators did. 

Premier Khrushchev’s aims are plain 
enough. He is out to rule the U.N. or ren- 
der it so ineffective that the same end 
would result. His boycott of Hammar- 
skjold and his demands on the Congo are 
directed at the U.N. efforts to prevent 
Communist subversion and aggression in 
Africa and thus to keep the peace. 

If Khrushchev succeeds, as Adlai 
Stevenson eloquently told the U.N. yes- 
terday, efforts at international action in 
behalf of peace will be ended. 

“Either we will follow a path toward 
a constructive, workable solution, or of 
negative recrimination and self interest,” 
Stevenson declared. If it comes to that, he 
also made clear, the United States would 
act to protect its own interests in Africa. 
In other words, this country will not per- 
mit a Communist takeover of the Congo, 
a task that properly belongs to the U.N. 
Russia seeks to destroy. 

Cynical seizure of the Lumumba inci- 
dent to extend the cold war is an exercise 
in hypocrisy unexcelled in diplomacy. 
Coming from a nation which has mur- 
dered millions in political liquidations, 
which has overturned nations through 
murder of their leaders and which has 
ruthlessly suppressed all free political ex- 
pression, the Kennedy administration has 
been reminded early what it faces. Has 
anyone forgot the rape of Hungary and 
the killing of Premier Nagy? 

The Communists not only have chal- 
lenged American policy but that of the 
United Nations. If they succeed in their 
aims on the latter, this agency will be so 
weakened that its usefulness would be 
ended. 

The battle is joined but it is far from 
over.

Lent Brings Reflection

In this time of Lent the Christian is 
reminded of Jesus’ advice to Nicodemus 
that birth of a man’s flesh is only part of 
the human story—that a rebirth of the 
spirit brings the meaning into life.

Georgia Saves Money 
By Recognizing Debt 


The state has saved $750,000 in inter- 
est rates on the sale of $8,600,000 reve- 
nue bonds by the State Hospital Author- 
ity to finance new mental health facilities. 
It did so because the state has assumed 
direct responsibility for retiring them. 

Through a constitutional amendment 
passed last year, the state recognized 
bonds issued under authority-type financ- 
ing to be legal debts of the state. This 
ended a somewhat ridiculous situation 
wherein the state was morally and per- 
haps legally liable for these debts while 
denying they existed. This made for high- 
er interest rates. 

Considering the fact the state has sold 
some 300 millions in such bonds, this sub- 
terfuge already has cost Georgians mil- 
lions and will continue to do so until the 
old debts are paid off. Purchasers of the 
bonds will be the richer because of this 
schizophrenic quirk of past financing. 

It has been suggested that the state 
might look to the possibility of refinanc- 
ing its old debts at lower interest rates. 
The trouble here is that the penalty 
clauses in the old issues would wipe out 
any gains. 

At any rate, with another 100 million 
dollars in road bonds coming up, the pros- 
pect of saving a few millions in interest 
will be pleasing to taxpayers who must 
pay them off.

Talmadge Wishes India 
Were Farther Away 


Sen. Talmadge in a newsletter from 
Washington this week reports the rumor 
that economist John Kenneth Gal- 
braith will be ambassador to India. The 
rest of the senator’s letter indicates he 
believes India isn’t far enough away.

Southerners who are concerned about 
having a Negro who believes in integra- 
tion heading up the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency should not overlook the 
news that Atlanta’s 221 program has 
just been increased from 3,340 units to 
5,000 units. 

Two-twenty-one is low-cost ($9,000), 
private housing with government-guar- 
anteed loans. It is primarily for people 
displaced by urban renewal and other 
governmental programs. 

Housing built under this program is 
not supposed to be “segregated.” But 
because of the tremendous need for Ne- 
gro low-cost housing in Atlanta (and 
other Southern cities) this has not been 
a factor in the program’s execution. Ne- 
groes are not going to quibble over hav- 
ing it integrated because they know that 
that could wreck the program. (Pres- 
sure—or fear of pressure—for integrated 
221 housing in non-Southern cities has 
meant that those cities just don’t take 
advantage of the program at all.) 

The lack of adequate housing for 
people in the lower economic brackets, 
white and colored, is an overriding prob- 
lem in cities. Neither the new HHFA di- 
rector nor Southern Negro leaders are 
going to impede government efforts to 
help provide that housing by doctrinaire 
insistence on the impractical and the im- 
possible.

Congress Falters 


Behind the Times 


WASHINGTON—The most striking fact in 
Washington today is the sharp contrast between 4 
a vigorous young administration and an old and ‘* 
cumbersome Congress. President Kennedy is cracking 
but he has a race horse and mules in harness. 


his whip, 
The executive is 


bolting along, but the legislature is nibbling at the side of the road. 


When Mr. Sam Rayburn came 
out of the White House Tuesday, 
he said that there was more ur- 
gent need for antirecession leg- 
islation than at any time since 
the great depression, but the 
legislature is in semirecess. 


The Republicans are off on 
their annual spree canonizing 
Abraham Lincoln. Next week the 
Democrats will be away spouting 
about Andy Jackson and Mr. 
Jefferson, so that at least one- 
third of the ‘“‘first hundred days” 
will have passed before the right 
honorable gentlemen even start 
moving toward the New Frontier. 


This of course, is a very old 
story, and it would probably be 
worse if the Congress acted like 
a race horse too, but the ques- 
tion rises whether the United 
States can deal effectively with 
the revolutionary changes Ken- 
nedy has been talking about un- 
less he can somehow persuade 
his majority on the Hill to mod- 
ernize the Congress. 

He has made a start on this 
with the enlargement of ‘the 
Rules Committee in the House, 
but it is over 14 years since the 
legislative reorganization act of 
1946, and since then the role of 
the United States in the world 
has changed beyond all recog- 
nition. 

- Accordingly, an increasing num- 
ber of congressmen, especially 
those of Kennedy’s generation, 


have been criticizing the federal 
legislature on the grounds that 
it wastes time in irrelevant de- 
bate, subordinates national to lo- 
cal interests, lacks unity of com- 
mand and party discipline. 

Today the once-powerful caucus 
has become a loose party ‘‘con- 
ference.’’ Attempts to bind the 
party membership are now sel- 
dom made, and maybe they 
should not be made—you can get 
a rousing argument on that any 
day around here—but the fact 
remains that there is in Wash- 
ington increasing anxiety about 
the capacity of the present sys- 
tem to meet the problems of. the 
time. 3 

Few members of Congress are 
Satisfied with the present system 
or sanguine about major changes 
in it, for major change lies large- 
ly in the hands of the “elders 
of the assembly” who benefit 
most by the present system. 

The heart of the problem, as 
many observers have pointed out, 
lies in the need of inducing the 
Congress to think nationally in- 
stead of locally, and this has 
never been more apparent than 
now when the new young ad- 
ministration is looking to the fu- 
ture and the Congress is living 
in ‘the past. 

About all that can be hoped is 
that the Congress itself will re- 
view the situation again, almost 
a generation after the 1946 act.

Wednesday that jury commissioners named by Atlantic 
Circuit Judge Henry Durrence filled the jury boxes with 


“‘a prepared list.” 


“They threw out of the jury! 
boxes all jurors in both the 
grand jury and traverse jury and 
placed in said boxes the persons 
who had been previously ap- 
proved by them,” the affidavit 
said. 


The affidavit also charges the 
new jury commissioners—who 
were appointed after Judge Dur- 
rence defeated Judge Mel Price's 
bid for reelection—removed from 
the jury list 47 school teachers 
and all county school board mem- 
bers, county commissioners and 
the mayor and councilmen of 
Ludowici. 


These citizens’ names “‘have al- 
ways been in our traverse jury 
box,”” the affidavit claims. 


When the new jury commission- 
ers met on Aug. 3, 1960, they 
‘‘would read the name off the tax 
digest and another would look 
over a list brought into the room, 
and advise whether or not the 
name was on the list brought into 
the room,”’ the affidavit claims. 


It says that five of the six jury 
commissioners met at the home 
of one of them the night before 
they revised the jury lists.

But more important, from the 
standpoint of IRS, is the prospect 
of getting fewer fouled-up forms 
from these taxpayers. It takes 
IRS less time to process a return 
that has been made out properly, 
so it costs IRS less to collect 
from a taxpayer who knows how 
to fill out a return.

Baking Soda 
A Good 
Deodorant 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: My hus- 
band, who is in his late 40s, 
has a very strong body odor. 
He bathes regularly. Deodor- 
ants are not the answer. He’s 
tried them. He is an extreme- 
ly nervous person. Could that 
have any bearing on the 
case?——Mrs. J. M. 


Can you tell me if any kind 
of prescription can be given 
to stop or check perspiration 
of the armpits? I ruin all my 
clothes. I have used all kinds 
of deodorants. None seems to 
help very much.—A. W. 


Nervousness can contribute to 
increased perspiration — and this 
type of nervousness is difficult to 
control, since we have little or no 
control over the autonomic (or in- 
voluntary) nervous system which 
governs perspiration. 


Take the usual measures: Wash 
with plenty of lather. If deodorants 
don’t work, try baking soda, either 
ae oe talcum or starch, or 


In addition it may be wise for 
some people to have their doctors 
consider the use of medications 
to suppress sweat activity. The 
doctors will, of course, have to 
judge the advisability of using 
medications on the basis of each 
individual case. 

Generally speaking, deodorants 
are not intended to stop perspira- 
tion. Rather they tend to keep 
the skin drier and to depress the 
which is so 
great a factor in body odor. 

Foods, drugs and alcohol can 
play a very real part in body 
odor. Medicines containing sul- 
phur or iodides can cause it too. 
As for foods, such obvious ones 
as onions and garlic can result in 
excretion of a skin odor quite 
apart from the well-known odor 
imparted to the breath. I gather 
that this is news to a good many 
people. It is, all the same, a fact. 


There are still other possibili- 
ties. Some skin disorders cause 
a musty odor. Clothing can be con- 
taminated from such things as 
vaginal or rectal discharges. Sores 
of one kind or another can most 
definitely contribute to “body 
odor.”’ Yet these things have noth- 
ing at all to do with perspiration. 

This list of probable causes is 
not overly long. If you are having 
trouble with body odor, and the 
usual familiar deodorants are not 
the answer for you, examine each 
possibility objectively.

BABE SAYS PRANK RUPP’S FAULT

So Mississippi State students put a dead 
skunk under Adolph Rupp’s basketball 
bench! Well, take it from Babe McCarthy. 
It couldn't happen to a 
“nicer fellow.” 


“I don’t condone that 
sort of thing,” The Babe 
said Wednesday. ‘But let’s 
face it. There must be a 
reason. 


“Whenever Adolph 
gripes about the kind of 
treatment he receives at 
Mississippi State, I hasten 
to point out that these 
things never seem to hap- 
pen to Joel Eaves or Whack Hyder or some 
other coaches who visit here. 


“And I'll tell you why they happen to 
Adolph. Our kids can’t very well pick up 
papers and read where Adolph has called 
them uncivilized and ignorant without tak- 
ing some means of reprisal. Adolph has 
nobody to blame but himself.”’ 


The Mississippi State coach reiterated, 
“I don’t condone it, mind you, But by the 
same token, I’m not going to send Adolph 
a formal note of apology, either.”’ 


And so everybody had a “skunking”’ 
good time at Starkville Monday night. 
Rupp had the skunk under his bench, but 
his Kentucky team did the “‘skunking”’ on

the court, handing the Maroons their first 
Southeastern Conference loss, 68-62. 


“T have no alibis to offer for the loss,” 
McCarthy told The Constitution. “‘On this 
particular night, Kentucky was the better 
team. 


“] had said earlier that I think Ken- 
tucky is the best losing team in the South. 
And I'll say now that they have the best 
team we've faced this year.” 


McCarthy and Rupp have been staging a 
running war of words in recent weeks. The 
Baron started it when he told The Con- 
stitution that Kentucky could do well in 
the SEC all the time if it “warmed up 
against a bunch of teachers’ colleges like 
Mississippi State does.” 


“Despite the feud,” McCarthy said 
Wednesday, ‘“‘we didn’t have any real 
trouble at the game. Adolph was a gracious 
winner. He praised our team as one of the 
best he’s faced this year. 


“Tl was told later that he wouldn't talk 
to newsmen in the dressing room. But that’s 
his business.” 


So while Rupp is trying to forget about 
that dead skunk, McCarthy is trying to for- 
get about the loss and start all over again 
in quest of the SEC championship. 


“We've still got the lead.”’ The Babe 
said. “But we’re going on the road now 
and it could get very rough. These other 
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teams behind us did all their big losing on 
the road. Now they’re hoping we're going 
to do the same.”’ 


McCarthy frankly thinks the race may 
go down to the final night of the season. 
“If we can break even,” he said, “on our 
two weekend road trips coming up, then it 
might be decided on the final night.’ 


Babe thinks that Kentucky is a good bet 
to land second place, and thus qualify for 
the NCAA Tournament. The Maroons will 
turn down the NCAA bid because of an un- 
written law which prevents the team from 
playing against Negro athletes. 


“I don’t think Kentucky will lose any- 
more,” he said, “unless it’s to Tennessee 
at Knoxville. Vanderbilt has it rough be- 
cause they have to play at Kentucky next 
week. And LSU’s got some rough ones 
coming up.” 


Loss or no loss, McCarthy took this oc- 
casion to put in a plug for his star Jerry 
Graves. 

“‘He’s the most valuable player in the 
conference,” the coach said. ‘‘Now by that, 
I don’t mean he’s a better basketball player 
than Roger Kaiser. I just say that he has 
been of more value to our team than any- 
one else has to his team. 


“I think Coach Rupp will agree with 
me on that even if he doesn’t share my 
views on dead skunks.”

And it was Bean, perhaps more 
than any other man, who was re- 
sponsible for the forming of At- 
lanta’s first high school athletic 
league, which he served as first 
president in 1921. 


Several years ago many of his 
former pupils held a testimonial 
dinner for him, following it up 


with subsequent such stimulating 
affairs on his birthdays, March 
eighteenth. 


Born in Boston in 1874, Bean be- 
came an outstanding: all-sports 
athlete while attending St. Mary's 
Academy in Cambridge and St. 
Thomas Aquinas College in Bos- 
ton: 


Standing only 5-8 and weighing 
never more than 138, it was a mat- 
ter of great pride with Bean that 
he had been an outstanding major

Unlike canning, freezing does 
not sterilize the product. Bac- 
teria, yeasts and molds are not 
all destroyed. Once the foods 
start defrosting, the bacteria 
begins to multiply and enzyme 
action destroys the fresh flavor 
and texture of foods. 


When you're shopping in the 
super markets, the last thing to 
go into your shopping cart 
should be your frozen food packs 
and the first thing into your 
cold storage at home should be 
these same packs. 


FREEZER BURNS 


Air at zero temperature is ex- 
ceedingly dry and dry air pulls 
moisture from anything with 
which it comes in contact. So, 
unless food wrappings are 
moistureproof and vaporproof, 


| the dry, cold air will pull mois- 
| ture out of the food, leaving it 


dry and robbing it of color, fla- 
fresh texture and food 


Remember, your freezer 
should also have a temperature 
for an over-all 0 degrees F. 
Defrost when frozen food sup- 
ply is low and before frost 
builds.

3 scant cups sugar 3 cups flour 

4 tsp. soda 1 tsp. vanilla 


Cream butter and sugar thoroughly. Add vanilla and salt. 
Blend in egg yolks one at a time, beating well after each addi- 
tion. Add sifted dry ingredients alternately with sour cream. 
Fold in beaten egg whites. Bake at 350 degrees for 1% hours. 
Use 10-inch stem pan. Cool in pan for 30 minutes before turning 
out on rack.

1 cup milk 6 egg whites, well beaten 
314 cups flour, sifted three or 1 tsp. lemon extract 


Cream butter and sugar. Add flour and baking powder to but- 
ter and sugar mixture, alternately with milk and flavoring. Add 
egg whites by folding in lightly. Bake in two 7x10-.or 6x9-inch 
pans. Bake at 350 degrees until done. 


For an unusual and tasty filling, try this. 


FILLING 
3 cups sugar lg cup candied cherries, 
1 cup boiling water chopped 
1 cup raisins, chopped 3 egg whites 
1 cup walnuts, chopped 2 tbsp. lemon juice 
14 cup citron, chopped 


Boil sugar and water until it spins a thread, two inches in 
length. Pour over well-beaten egg whites, beating constantly. Add 
fruits and spread on cake when it gets to spreading point. 


Will someone send in a recipe using the nine egg yolks left 
from the Lady Baltimore Cake and also a filling recipe. I have 
baked different kinds and different fillings but am not satisfied.
